Members of the junior classes in soci- 
ology and psychology visited the State 
school for the mentally deficient at Brandon, 
September nineteenth. 

Dr. Frederick C. Thorne, state psy 
chiatrist and head of the school explained 
the formation of the institution and de: 
scribed theoperation of it, Inthisconnection, 
mention was made of the important work 
which the Rutland Colony house is doing 
in providing a chance for those able to 
work and to eam when given expert| 
supervision. 

Maintainance of magule was cited as 
‘one of the main goals of the school. Dr. 
Thorpe also explained how the school 
work done there, does not follow the state | 
course of study; why the pupils progress | 
more slowly, and how since the mind of | 
the pupil matures more slowly than does 
that of the normal child repetition becomes 
more important than it is with pupils of 
normal ability, Special emphasis is placed 
‘on craft work and on music 

During the inspection tour through 
some of the dormitories, classrooms, and 
to the Isuhdry, Dr. Thorpe pointed out 
various types of cases, such us epileptic:

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THREAT FROM WITHIN 


‘Today America is in danger—an ideology totally different from hers 
has swept the old world.

It is intolerance that 
condemns all immigrants as Fifth Columnists because of the act of 
some one man. Above all it is intolerance that sets religion against 
religion, imputing to each plans for the domination of the country and 
intensifying differences of belief in an effort to create that religious 
intolerance which has destroyed more nations than has war. 

If we as Americans are to successfully face the coming years and 
their challenge to our way of life we must fully believe that the highest 
ideals of patriotism can flow in the heart of a man regardless of his 
race or his color or his creed. To transgress this reasoning is to bring 
ruin. 

May the wings of the American eagle cast a shadow on a prepared 
and united people who have deep and unending hatred for all forms of 
oppression and tyranny; a people who will meet the future with courage 
and a trust in God. 


LET’S NOT QUIBBLE 


It is time that our politicians realized that the American people 
are growing terribly tired of speeches filled with nothing but name 
calling and mud slinging. We are not interested in whether one can- 
‘didate’s grandfather voted the opposite ticket therefore making all 
his ancestors outcasts from the party; or whether another candidate 
eats corn cereal for breakfast therefore making him a potential enemy of 
the wheat belt. The discussion of such tremendous issues as these 
arouses nothing but disgust within the intelligent voter. 

In these days of constant crisis our country must have at its council 
tables men who see and think clearly, men who know and understand 
our problems and have practical ideas for solving them and not men of 
small minds and petty jealousies. 

What the people of this country expect and demand of candidates 
for public office is that they discuss the issues of the day as related to 
the office they are secking and give definite opinions on these issues. 
This is the only real democratic way—the only American way.

Man the scientist is never content with past achievements. He 
is continually delving deeper and deeper trying unceasingly to improve 
life here on this earth. To the true scientist there is no perfection and 
today it appears that another scientific dream has come true. 

The W 
will send electric power on a beam through the air without the assistance 
of the usual power lines, For years scientists have suggested that this 
might be done. They pointed out that radio transmits the human voice 
and dispatches photographs so why can power not be handled in the 
same way? 

The possibilities are staggering. Here is one example: The length 
of time an airplane may remain off the ground is dependent almost 
entirely on the amount of gasoline carried in its tanks. Obviously if 

ower can be transmitted without wires airplanes will soon be propelled 
by electricity, and it will be unnecessary for them to come to earth to 
secure a fresh supply. Thus one might fly around the world without 
making a landing. 

Is it within human comprehension to realize what this will mean 
in commercial and military operations? 


CRUSADE NEEDED 


Several million American school children have defective eyesight 
which needs correction with glasses. More than a million and a half 
school children have impaired hearing, at least some of which is due to 
unhygienic home conditions. At least two-thirds of our school children 
are in need of dental care. About 28 per cent of all children under 15, 
having illnesses which disabled them for seven days or more, had neith 
a doctor's nor hospital care. This was especially true of children in 
families with low incomes. In small towns, 46 per cent of the sick child- 
ren in families with incomes of less than $1,000 a year received no care 
from a doctor. 

These facts are taken from The National Health Survey compiled 
after a recent investigation. Facts such as these do not justify a com- 
placent attitude on the part of American citizens and especially teachers 
toward this problem of caring for the health of America’s children, 

Here in Vermont much has been done to better the health of child- 
ren, In practically every section of the state there is a Public Health 
nurse whose duty it is to check constantly on the children’s health and 
to urge medical aid whenever necessary. Vermont has also a state 
dentist, psychologist and nutritionist; it provides for tubercular tests; 
it sponsors clinics for crippled children; it has a State Welfare Board 
and receives active cooperation on all health matters from Parent Teach- 
er Associations and Women’s Clubs. Besides these aids many Vermont 
towns have active Health Clubs which provide money for clinics and 
the follow-up corrective work. 

This is a good beginning but a beginning is all that it is. Until 
every child with defective hearing and sight has been given every aid 
possible; until every sick child has the advantage of medical assistance, 
regardless of his family’s financial condition, then and not until then 
we have a challenge constantly before us. 

It is the duty of every teacher to know and understand these, and 
the many other sources within the state working toward the betterment 
of the health of children, that she may call upon and receive help from 
them whenever health problems arise within her school or community. 

It is also the duty of every teacher to work continually for more 
and better health protection of all types for children. The fate of 
America will someday rest with these children. How shall we answer 
to them if through ignorance, selfishness and neglect we have raised a 
generation of physical misfits?

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WHO MAKES UP OUR MINDS? 


Who makes up our minds? Are you the man who does not care 
Cnough about your own intellectual satisfaction and personal growth to 
prevent being cast into that crowded category of weaklings who are 
too lazy to make their own decisions? Most of us though we hesitate | 
to admit it find ourselves resorting to the easiest way out and depending 
upon the next fellow for leadership. 

Our failure to arrive at adequate, valid conclusions may be due to 
several causes. First, we are so unfamiliar with the question at hand 
that only a few suggestions come to our minds. Secondly, as thinkers 
we ure too lazy intellectually to pursue a thought to more than a super- 
ficial depth. Intellectual dishonesty is a third cause which, like the 
two preceding ones, results in false generalizations. 

Realize vividly the truth of what you say, until it becomes so intense

Because of this you should guard against 
thinking that the relati securing employment constitutes a reason 
or an excuse for not making the very best preparation that each of you can make 
now. The standards of practice in teaching are slready sufficiently high to make 
it very difficult for a poorly prepared teacher to hold her or his place long. Your 
present opportunity is that of adequate preparation for teaching. Devote your 
undivided attention to it now. Remember how it worked out in Abraham 
Lincoln's life. He said, “I will study and get dy and maybe sometime my chance 
will come.”

SILK MANUFACTURING

plain Spinners Company, Whitehall, New | 
York, on December 19, to observe the | 
process by which silk thread is developed 
from the cocoon. 


The Senior Class, 


The cocoons used by this company are 
obtained from China and Japan, The 
cocoons undergo two general pr SES, 
that of cleaning; then they are drawn-out 
in parallel fashion by means of machinery 
so that in the final stages the threads are 
of sufficient length to be readily workable. 
Throughout the buildings which house 
the equipment for the finishing treatment 
of the thread the temperature is kept 
constantly between 70 and 80 degrees. 
The ends of the single threads are then 
run together to form the two, three, or 
four thread silk. 


This trip was one of a series planned by

When you want to stop, edge the skis 
into the slope by bringing the knees 
toward each other, putting more weight 
on the back of the bindings and pushing 
the rear ends farther apart. After you 
ean schuss (straight down) the hill and 
control the snowplow, you may think it 
is time to learn some turns. 


The snowplow turn is the most im- 
portant way for a beginner to change the 
running direction of his skis. Start from 
the snowplow position, keeping the ski 
tips in contact throughout the 
turn. To turn left, shift your weight, 
from the waist up, over to your right 
side or vice versa for a right turn, with 
both knees bent well forward throughout 
the turn. When you have finished equalize 
your weight and you are still in the snow- 
plow position but facing another direction. 
That's all there is to it, you'll be surprised 
|how nicely you swing around. Watch 
| Binny Blake and Ed Hart. 

The difference between the snowplow 
turn and the stem turn is that in the 
former both skis are pushed into a stem 
position, while in the latter only the out- 
side ski is used for stemming while the 
inside just follows around flat on the snow. 
The movements of the body are the same 
in both turns.

Here at Castleton we have had various ideas of student govern- 
ment tried in the past. Some were more successful than others but none 
completely so, At the present time members of the school senate, the 
faculty and the principal are planning a new set-up for student govern- 
ment in which greater responsibility will r h the students. This 
too, will be doomed to failure, or at best mediocrity, unless there is a 
radical change in student thinking, 

There are at the present time students who consider it an outrage, 
a travesty on justice, when a fellow student is punished for a flagrant 
disregard of school rules. To this fellowship of distorted thinkers it 
would make no difference whether these rules were arrived at under 
student government or not 

Down through the centuries men have learned, often the hard way, 
that when any group, be they two or a million, live together they owe 
their survival to laws of conduct. Men have also learned, again often 
the hard way, that when a member breaks these rules he jeopardizes 
not only his own welfare but the welfare of all. 

Let us then not let blind friendship and loyalty encourage “welsh- 
ing” when rules are broken but let us rather accept this wisdom of the 
centuries and realize that our school government ean only be as fair 
and as just as we are ourselves: “for the strength of the pack is the wolf.”’ 


DOES THIS MEAN YOU? 


Like the proverbial chain that is only as strong as its weakest 
link, each organization in this school is only as vital as its individual 
members 

To how many organizations of the school do you belon; If you 
check you will find yourself a member of at least three, your clas: 
organization, the Commuters or the Student Cooperative Association, 
and probably one or more of the clubs. 

How active a part do you take in these organizations? Are 
officer, a member of a committee, the faculty advisor, or merely one 
of those idle spectators who say nothing at the meeting but who rant 
afterward about what was done, not done, or how things are run? 

No matter who you are, you have a definite responsibility toward 
your organization. How much do you know about its constitution? 
Have you read it? 

Do you as president, secretary, treasurer, committeeman, or faculty 
advisor know your responsibility or your power? Are you acting in 
your right or has any member who watches the right to eriticise you? 
Have you a working plan that is very efficient but not provided for in 
your constitution? If so, change your constitution to make it legal, 

And you organization members, what don’t you like about those 
organizations? Perhaps that very thing is not legal. Better check up 
on it and do something about it. 

Every organization owes it to itself to take stock and clean house, 
mentally and physically—throw out what is old and useless and appre-| 
ciate and establish legally the new. 

A certain group in this school is out to purge the so-called totali- 
tarianism in the organizations to which they belong. Watch them, 
If you are not within your legal limit and power in some of the things 
you have been doing, you may be seriously embarrassed in the very 
near future. Read your constitutions and be prepared—don't say we 
didn't warn you!

Does Castleton need a new heating 
plant, a redecorated dorm, a modernized 
kitehen, paint, paper and wax?
